DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

US Pat No 7512819 to Uehara^ teaches detecting if a CD or DVD has been loaded and 
reproducing the data on the disk via AV application program running on a sub-operating system 
if a disk is detected. If the disk is not detected, power is removed [fig. 4 and col. 6 lines 25-67]. 

US Pat No 6038672 to Klein teaches powering all computer devices off except those 
associated with CD-ROM playback operation when a CD has been ejected from the CD-ROM 
drive [fig. 3 and cols. 5-6 lines 60-41]. 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest either individually or in combination, 
controlling the power supply device based on if an ejection or loading of a removable medium is 
detected.
